S.O. 310.—In exercise of the powers conferred by section 18G of the Indus¬ 
tries (Development and Regulation) Act, 1951 (65 of 1951), the Central Government 
hereby makes the following order to amend the Motor Cars (Distribution and 
Sale) Control Order, 1959, namely:— 

1 . This Order may be called the Motor Cars (Distribution and Sale) Control 
Amendment Order, 1961— 

2. After clause 7 of the Motor Cars (Distribution and Sale) Control Order, 1959, 
the following proviso shall be inserted, namely:— 

“Provided that, in the case of a person who had registered his name for 
the purchase of a motor car with one dealer and who, not less than 
one month of such registration, has been permanently transferred 
to a place within the area of another dealer, the Controller or, in 
a State, an officer appointed for the purpose by the Government of 
that State may, by special permit in writing, authorise such other 
dealer to sell a motor car to such person at his turn established with 
the dealer with whom such person’s name was originally registered”.

1 . This Order may be called the Scooters (Distribution and Sale) Control 
Amendment Order, 1961— 

2. After clause 7 of the Scooters (Distribution and Sale) Control Order, 1960, 
the following proviso shall be inserted, namely:— 

“Provided that, in the case of a person who had registered his name for 
the purchase of a scooter with one dealer and who, not less than one 
month of such registration, has been permanently transferred to a 
place within the area of another dealer, the Controller or, in a State, 
an officer appointed for the purpose by the Government of that 
State may, by special permit in writing, authorise such other dealer 
to sell a scooter to such person at his turn established with the dealer 
with whom such person’s name was originally registered”.
